Deer Hunters
Must Follow
State Rules

Regulations passed by the
California Fish and Game Com-
mission regarding deer hunt-
ing provide that:

1. Firearms must be unload-
ed when carried in a vehicle,

2, Firearms may not be fired
while hunting within 150 yards
of any occupied building.

3. IT IS unlawful to hunt
while intoxicated.

4, Before transporting deer
to any other destination, tags
must be countersigned (vali-
dated) by the nearest authoriz-
ed person on the route being
followed from the point where
such animal \vas taken

5. SPECIAL I|UNTING per-
mlts shall be valid only for the
arca and the period of time
designated on the permit.

6. Special permits are valid
only for the class of deer
designated on the permit, In
the event that antlerless deer
are so designated, antlerless
deer are defined as female
deer, fawns of either sex other
than spotted fawns, and male
deer with unbranched antlers
on both sides which are not
more than three inches in
length,

7. SHOOTING TIME shall be
one-half hour before sunrise to
one-half hour after sunset.

8, Bag limit shall be one
deer per permit holder,

9, PERMIT TAG shall be at-
tached to the antler of antler-
ed deer, or to the ear of antler-
less deer immediately after
Killing.
